AS the tourist sea¬ 
son winds down, 
work is set to begin 
on Porthcawl’s £5.5 
million Maritime 
Centre - an archi¬ 
tect’s impression 
is above - on Cosy 
Corner, along¬ 
side the harbour. 

The project has a 
constmction time scale 
of 56 weeks, and the 
building is expected to 
be nearing completion in 
13 months. 

The centre is set to 
transform the town’s 
attractions, providing a 
coastal science and dis¬ 
covery centre - involv¬ 
ing digital technology, 
AI and holograms - as 
well as accommodation 
for 55, a restaurant, a 
cafe, tapas bar, roof ter¬ 
race and micro-brewery. 

In addition there will 
be a gym along with a 
training pool and facil¬ 
ities for local groups 
and organisations such 
as the Welsh Surfing 
Federation, the Sea 
Cadets, and SSAFA, the 
Armed Forces Charity. 

The project is being 
managed by the Credu 
Charity which was was 
formed in February 
2018, coming out of 


the community interest 
company Porthcawl 
Harbourside, which was 
set up in 2013. 

A Credu spokesper¬ 
son said that research 
suggests an additional 
80,000 visitors could 
come to the town every 
year as a result. 

It has been designed 
to be a wet weather 
attraction for rainy days. 

However, although 
the maritime centre 
is the attraction that 
everyone will see, those 
behind the scheme say 
that there is a lot more to 
the organisation mnning 
it than just that. 

Credu has moved into 
a providing a range of 
services involving the 
delivery of education 
programmes for schools, 
boat-lifting and tourist 
information, all oper¬ 
ating under different 
subsidiaries. 

Credu chief executive 
Mark Bryant described 
the charity’s work as 
being like an iceberg. 

He said: “The mari¬ 
time centre is just the tip 
of it - what many people 
don’t see is what’s going 
on underneath to support 
that.

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‘It’s time to think 
about Barry’s traffic 
congestion’ 

P eople in Barry will be aware 
of the council’s decision relat¬ 
ing to the strategic transport 
assessment through Dinas Powys. 

There is not a word how any changes will affect 
Barry. 

The council has decided to halt consideration of 
an alternative bypass route that would be of most 
help to Barry’s traffic, a route that had previously 
been included as an option. 

The decision to exclude this route between the 
Merrie Harrier and Milleniwm Way was put forward 
by a councillor who said that route should be with¬ 
drawn on the basis that it could cause delay to the 
Dinas Powys Transport Study. 

This route would have used the Sully roundabout 
and Hayes Road and avoided the bumper-to-bumper 
bottle necks on Cardiff Road, and traffic might 
increase. 

I believe the Biglis route will considerably 
increase congestion on the Cardiff Road between 
Biglis and Milleniwm Way including the Palmer¬ 
ston Road junction. It may also have an impact on 
the Port Road between the link road and Weycock 
Cross. 

The alternative route to Milleniwm Way would 
reduce congestion on these roads. 

Once again, the Council is neglecting the highway 
infrastructure of Barry.

‘Lack of school 
spaces in Llantwit

Withdrawal of bus 
service ‘shameful 
and a disgrace’ 

A t the end of this month, a 
local bus service operated by 
Easyway Coaches will end. 

The people of Llangynwyd and Maesteg Parc will 
be disconnected and isolated because the Bridgend 
County Borough Council (BCBC), in its wisdom, 
has decided to terminate a local public transport 
service. 

The impact on local people does not appear to 
have been taken into account, for such measures will 
deprive people on low incomes, benefits, pensions 
and part-time workers. Apart from the disabled, 
people with learning difficulties and elderly people 
being left to cope with taxi fares, there is no local 
transport on offer.

The contempt of BCBC towards our community 
and other parts of the area is both shameful and a 
disgrace.

All is not well with 
new ‘wellbeing hub’ 

C ARDIFF and Vale health 
board says its first ‘wellbeing 
hub’ attached to Cogan Leisure 
Centre is to provide clinics and med¬ 
ical services for Llandough, Dinas 
Powys and Sully, as well as Penarth. 

It put a display up in Penarth Library and visited 
Penarth Town Council, but not the libraries and 
community councils in Sully and Dinas Powys. 

A new transport-and-access document on the Vale 
Planning website mentions public transport only 
from Penarth, claiming buses pass every 20 minutes. 
The 89B bus from Llandough is two-hourly, while 
the 89A from Dinas Powys omits Cogan. 

Train users from Dinas to Cogan station meet a 
stepped bridge then a 280-metre trek through the 
pavementless station yard and an obstacle course 
with steep slope to reach the hub. 

The new document just says Cogan station is 100 
metres away; this after health board officials were 
told at Penarth Town Council in April about the 
sub-standard footways and the need for a step-free 
route for disabled and people with poor mobility. 

The health board planners wanted to start on 
building a two-floor extension to to Cogan Leisure

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Drug deaths at 
^an all time high’ 
in Wales, says 
official report 


Councillors meet to 
discuss public mood after 
CAT consultation 


D R U G - 
RELATED deaths 
are at an all-time 
high in Wales with 
a huge increase 
in the Bridgend 
area, it has been 
revealed. 

Shocking statistics, 
released this week, 
showed there were 858 
drug poisoning deaths in 
Wales between 2016-18, 
a drastic jump from 769 
between 2015-17 and 
614 in 2013-15. 

Staff at the Office for 
National Statistics, who 
compiled the data, said it 
was the highest number 
of deaths since records 
began back in 1993. 

Bridgend has seen a 
400 per cent increase 
from just four deaths five 
years ago to 20 between 
2016 and 2018.

THE issue of how 
sports pitches,

The council currently 
oversees 39 playing 
fields and 40 pavilions. 
Although sports clubs 
are charged for hiring the 
facilities, the fees do not 
cover the cost ofprovid- 
ing and maintaining them. 

A BCBC spokesper¬ 
son said: “The council 
currently provides a 
subsidy of up to 80 per 
cent which isn’t going 
to be financially sustain¬ 
able in the long-term.” 

Sports clubs and 
pavilion groups have 
been asked to consider 
taking responsibility 
for self-managing the 
facilities they use.

ST Tyfodwg’s is 
situated in the vil¬ 
lage of Glynogwr 
on the south side of 
the A4093, approx¬ 
imately half way 
between Blackmill 
and Gilfach Goch. 

It is an aneient 12th 
Century Grade II listed 
building, whieh contains 
a treasured monument 
called ‘Pilgrim Stone,’ 
said to be an effigy of St 
Tyfodwg. 

The sad but simple 
truth is that St Tyfodwg’s 
is no longer financially 
viable, the traditional 
methods of funding by 
the weekly colleetion is 
no longer proving suffi- 
eient to meet the needs 
of the Church. It is also 
no longer equipped or 
designed to eater for the 
wider range of aetivities 
in whieh the Chureh of 
today is involved as part 
of its wider mission. 

If it is to thrive, it 
will need to secure new 
sources of revenue and 
redefine its space in 


ways that enable it to 
funetion, both now and 
into the future. There 
are now plans to create 
a spaee that ean have a 
variety of uses in addi¬ 
tion to a Christian Plaee 
of Worship. In order to 
aehieve this, a fundrais¬ 
ing project has begun 
to install a kitchen and 
disability toilet, together 
with a meeting area. 

St Tyfodwg’s will be 
holding an ‘Open Doors’ 
on Saturday, September 
14 from 10am until 4pm. 
The Chureh is the oldest 
building in the village 
and visitors will be able 
to diseover the beauty 
of this aneient parish 
Chureh which has stood 
as the heart of the com¬ 
munity for more than 800 
years. 

A flower display will 
be provided by ladies 
of the Bridgend Flower 
Arranging Group and 
there will be an oppor¬ 
tunity for a weleoming 
cup of tea or coffee and 
home-made eakes. All 
are welcome.

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The story of the charity behind Porthcawl’s 
much-anticipated Maritime Centre project

“We intend to open the doors of the mar¬ 
itime eentre and have full aeeommoda- 
tion and a vibrant business from day one. 

“We have started the pre-sale as we speak 
with SeaQuest, Maritime Serviees and 
Experience Porthcawl all being part of that.” 

The charity currently employs 16 people, and says 
that more than 100 jobs will be created once the 
maritime centre opens with roles in facilities man¬ 
agement, housekeeping and catering among them. 

While a Swansea-based company is coming 
in to operate the centre’s restaurant, called The 
Lighthouse, Credu will remain in control over every 
other aspect, running the hotel - which will have 
a mix of rooms for individuals and groups, health 
and wellbeing facilities, the cafe and tapas bar. 

Mr Bryant, who has a background in the hospitality 
sector, first became involved as a consultant on the 
project when the business plan was being put together. 

He said the business plan was all about 
attracting tourism, employment, and pro¬ 
viding a learning development opportunity. 

He said: “What we do is unique - manag¬ 
ing and facilitating an organisation that 
includes a schools education programme, 
the operation of lifting boats, a hotel, a sci¬ 
ence discovery centre and tourist information. 

“A lot of background research work has been done 
to enable us to produce a business plan and facility 
that Porthcawl needs and can really benefit from. 

So, what does Credu do now, and 

what is it aiming to do in the future? 

SeaQuest Coastal Science 
Over the last two years more than 100 schools 
have taken part in one of the programmes offered 
by SeaQuest. Focusing on primary schools and 
the first two years of secondary school, the 
programme is aligned to the new curriculum. 

Mr Bryant said: “When we conducted a couple of 
focus groups locally to A-Level student girls they 
said that when they transitioned from primary school 
into year-7 they felt science was one of the most 
boring things they could do - it was out of reach 
and a subject you had to be highly intelligent to do. 

“We really wanted to trigger students’ enthu¬ 
siasm for science, in particular coastal science. 

“It’s all around us - our coastal activities involve 
anything from building shelters and safely lighting 
fires to learning about the ecology of rock pools. 

“We are attracting people that haven’t been to the 
beach before - and encouraging others to look at 
the coast and beach around them in a different light. 

“We also deliver programmes for chil¬ 
dren with special needs - it’s very sim¬ 
ple but it’s outdoors and engaging.” 

In the last 12 months SeaQuest has gone from one 
member of staff to nine with plans to recruit more. 

Mr Bryant said: “It’s growing and grow¬ 
ing - teachers in schools are now coming to us 
and asking if we can help them, which is great. 

“Some of our outdoor learning experts have 
a teaching background, a lot of them started as 
volunteers in the programme - we have actu¬ 
ally employed every single one of the volunteers. 

“We have just started a new recruitment pro¬ 
cess to get a couple more - they’re all really 
enthusiastic outdoor learning individuals.” 

Long-term plans for SeaQuest involve having 
pods around the Welsh coastline to operate from, 
offering programmes to local schools in other areas. 

It is also SeaQuest which will operate the coastal 
science and discovery centre in the maritime centre. 


Credu has been working with Techniquest, 
the science and discovery centre in Cardiff 
Bay, in designing of some of its exhibits. 

Marine Services 

In January 2018, a 10-tonne crane was 
installed at Porthcawl Marina to pro¬ 
vide a much-needed boat-lifting service. 

Before then, boat owners who need 
to take their boats out of the water for rou¬ 
tine maintenance or in an emergency 
would have to sail to Penarth or Swansea. 

There are currently two members of staff work¬ 
ing in marine services with a third starting soon 
and another expected to be recruited before long. 

Mr Bryant said: “The crane is custom-made, 
it has to sustain being in one of the high¬ 
est tidal harbours in the UK - there’s about 
14m difference when the tide is out. 

“Boat owners pay a fee for the services - 
it’s more cost effective than spending a day 
going back and forth to Swansea or Cardiff. 

“There’s also off-site storage for 30 boats. 

“It’s enabled the number of boats mov¬ 
ing in and out of the harbour to increase.” 

In addition there is a boat washdown service 
while partnership collaboration enables the service 
to offer the transportation of boats in the UK 
and Europe along with maintenance and repairs. 

Experience Porthcawl 

Experience Porthcawl includes a website, a new 
tourist information kiosk on the seafront and 
large touchscreens providing information on eat¬ 
ing places, activities, accommodation and events. 

Mr Bryant said: “The tourist informa¬ 
tion service is not just about Porthcawl 
but about the surrounding area as well. 

“Our research told us that Porthcawl is seen as 
a daycation rather than a staycation and one of the 
reasons for that is it’s not effectively marketed. 

“We want to get the message out there 
that you can stay in Porthcawl and use it as 
your base. We have four of the finest beaches 
in south Wales, Afan Valley Biking is nearby 
for example, as is the Garw Valley Railway, 
MacArthurGlen, golf courses and much more. 

“Restaurants and cafes of high qual¬ 
ity are springing up all the time in Porthcawl 

- you will be able to come back at the end 
of the day and be confident of a decent meal. 

“We will be trying to flatten out the 
seasonal peaks and troughs in the hotel 

- we can cater for school groups out of hol¬ 
idays and holidaymakers during the holidays.” 

The large touchscreens are a collaboration 
between Porthcawl Town Council and Credu - one 
is already in place on the information kiosk with 
another going up by Trinity Church in John Street 
and four more in the pipeline, helping to li nk 
Newton to Rest Bay and the places in between. 

The touch screen information is taken 
from an app for Experience Porthcawl. 

Meanwhile, the information kiosk, which is the for¬ 
mer fishing tackle shop, is staffed by nine volunteers. 

Jan Harbottle, who does two mornings a 
week, said: “I saw it advertised and went for it 
straightaway. I have the best view in the world. 

“Today I’ve already had visitors from 
America and Switzerland and it’s only 11am 

- I can go all over the world in a morning.” 

Volunteer programme 

With the information kiosk manned by volun¬ 
teers and many of the SeaQuest outdoor edu¬ 
cation experts having started as volunteers. 


volunteering plays an important role at Credu. 

Mr Bryant says the volunteers are coming 
up with ideas all the time and the charity is 
working with local businesses to offer vouch¬ 
ers which it can hand out as a thank you. 

The charity is also providing a legal framework 
to local community volunteer groups who remain 
autonomous but can take advantage of the larger 
organisation’s insurance protection or resources 
by signing up through one of the Credu charities. 

Where it all began 

Credu is Welsh for ‘believe’. It all started back 
in 2013 when a local councillor Mike Clarke and 
architect Stuart Bentley got together to see if they 
could provide a new home for the sea cadets. 

One thing led to another and they soon had 
funding for a feasibility study to see what the 
town needed and how it could happen. 

Barrie Metcalf came on board, bringing his 
own experience from the Cardiff Bay Yacht Club. 

Cllr Clarke said: “We wanted something different 
for Porthcawl and we wanted to stimulate devel¬ 
opment in the town but not necessarily us doing it. 

“We knew it had to be a year- 

round, all-weather attraction. 

“The local authority said we could 
have Cosy Corner if we designed some¬ 
thing that was multi-use and iconic. 

“Being an architect, Stuart looked at it and said he 
was happy to give his time - we have had tens and tens 
of thousands of pounds worth of free architects’ time. 

“We started bringing in some more exper¬ 
tise - a lot of projects fail to materialise 
because people don’t know when to step back. 

“We have all had big careers, and are experienced 
business people, we knew it was time to step back. 

“We felt we needed a direc¬ 
tor to be doing the day to day work.” 

Enlisting the help of Mr Bryant, who 
came in as a consultant to begin with, the 
group began to draw up a business plan. 

Mr Bryant said: “The building was designed around 
the business plan rather than the other way around. 

“We review the whole business plan 
every week just to make sure it’s dynamic - 
it’s very fluid to react to market condi¬ 
tions, wW we feel is working and what isn’t. 

“Everything will be self-sustaining - we want to be 
viable and vibrant and invest back in the community. 


“SeaQuest is self-generating. Marine Services is 
self-generating, and Experience Porthcawl will be. 

“We’ve had a huge amount of due diligence in 
our business plan and governance as a whole from 
consultants to major banks in London, our funders 
have also undertaken their own due diligence.” 

Cllr Clarke said: “We’ve tried to use a different 
type of employment approach, working with peo¬ 
ple who have been involved in the community.” 

The maritime centre has not all been plain sailing. 

Cllr Clarke said: “We knew at the beginning it 
would be a substantial undertaking and would take 
a significant amount of time - what we didn’t know 
was it would take six years, we thought three.” 

A large part of the project taking twice as 
long to take shape as first thought was down 
to the design of the maritime centre which 
first gained planning permission back in 2016. 

The plans had to be totally redesigned due to the 
overall costbeing overthe limit of aEuropean directive. 

The redesign was successful with 
the local authority’s planning commit¬ 
tee approving the plans in late 2018. 

Cllr Clarke said: “We had followed the 
design brief which came from the local 
authority but due to the cost being over the 
cap we had to go back to the drawing board. 

“Visit Wales and Big Lottery 
have been first class in all of this.” 

Delays can be costly and frustrating but the 
funders remained in place and it gave Credu time 
to develop other aspects of the business plan 
such as SeaQuest and Experience Porthcawl. 

Credu is due to sign the lease any day for 
Cosy Comer which will then mean its main 
contractor Scott will be able to get onto site. 

Funding for the project includes £2.1m from the 
European Regional Development Fund, £ 1.15m Big 
Lottery Funding and £600,000 from Visit Wales. 

Further support for the maritime centre pro¬ 
ject has come from RBS Social and Community 
Capital and the Development Bank of Wales.

FOR the late sum¬

Cash for Vale schools as PM 
boosts education funding 


WITH Vale schools facing 
a funding crisis from the 
Welsh Government, the UK 
Government has announced a 
£14bn investment in education 
in which Wales will receive 
£1.24bn in additional funding. 

Vale MP Alun Cairns, (pictured 
below), who has been leading a cam¬ 
paign for fair funding for the Vale, 
said that he is delighted that the UK 
Government has provided an opportu¬ 
nity for local schools to benefit from a 
cash increase. 

He said: “In recent months, I have 
been speaking to schools and teachers 
locally about the challenges they face 
due to the poor funding settlement 
the Vale receives from the Welsh 
Government. 

“I am delighted they should now 
receive a cash boost as a result of the 
Prime Minister’s investment in educa¬ 
tion. Schools across Wales will now 


receive a major funding boost of £1.24 
billion. I now urge the Welsh Labour 
Government to spend this new money 
on delivering better education, giving 
every child in Wales the opportunity to 
reach their full potential.” 

The announcement delivers on the 
Prime Minister’s pledge to increase 
school funding by £4.6bn above infla¬ 
tion, giving all young people the same 
opportunities - regardless of where 
they grow up or go to school. As part 
of this, every secondary school in 
England will receive a minimum of 
£5,000 per pupil next year, with every 
primary school getting a minimum of 
£4,000 from 2021/22. Through the 
£1.24bn funding for Wales, the Welsh 
Government has the opportunity to 
match this. The deal includes £700 
million extra for children with Special 
Educational Needs and Disabilities 
(SEND) in 2020/21. 

Prime Minister Boris Johnson said: 
“We should not accept the idea that 


there can be ‘winners or 
losers’ when it comes to 
our children’s futures. 
That’s why we are pro¬ 
viding additional funding 
now and for the future for 
every school, with those 
historically underfunded 
receiving the greatest 
increase. 

“My government will 


ensure all young people 
get the best possible start 
in life. That means the 
right funding, but also 
giving schools the pow¬ 
ers they need to deal with 
bad behaviour and bully¬ 
ing so pupils continue to 
learn effectively.”

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New scheme helps 
children of HMP 
Parc inmates 



A PILOT scheme launched 
in Wales has Scouting tak¬ 
ing a lead role in the well¬ 
being of young people with 
family members in prison. 

ScoutsCymru, alongside the family 
team at G4S, has established a group for 
young people who visit family mem¬ 
bers at HMP Parc Prison in Bridgend. 

With the aim of giving all young peo¬ 
ple in Wales skills for life and remov¬ 
ing the barriers to participation, the 
scheme has had more than 50 girls and 
boys from across south Wales take part 
in activities including first aid, healthy 
eating, writing and performing a play, 
team building activities and learning 
about Scouting in other countries. 

Most recently, a milestone for the 
group was the successful organisation 
of a series of sessions outside the 
prison itself that included shelter build¬ 
ing, outdoor cooking and fire lighting. 

Planning is now in motion for new 
children to join the group as those 
with parents who have completed their 
sentences have left. The group has 
also been given use of the prison gym 
which will allow climbing sessions to 
be run, as well as a sports day which 
will directly involve the prisoners. 

Corin Morgan-Armstrong from 
HMP Parc Prison’s family unit, which 
was set up in 2006 to create an envi¬ 
ronment that encourages repairing, 
enhancing and maintaining positive 
relationships with family members 
left behind following a conviction, 
said: “Young people visiting family 
members at HMP Parc Prison come 
from diverse communities across south 
Wales but are united in having a large 
part of their time devoted to visiting 
the prison on both weekday evenings 
and at weekends. For this, and many 


other reasons, they are less likely to 
participate in Scouting, a movement 
with the ability to change lives. 

“As a team, we are committed 
to improving the lives of fam¬ 
ilies and reducing reoffending, and 
this is achieved by working with 
a wide range of outside organ¬ 
isations, such as ScoutsCymru. 
We’re delighted with how the pilot 
schemes have run and we’re looking 
forward to formalising the Group.” 

From the initial pilot sessions, it 
was discovered that there is a gen¬ 
uine need and demand for Scouting 
within the community of young people 
visiting family members in prison. 

Chris Matthews, Scouting Support 
Officer at ScoutsCymru, has been 
involved with the programme since 
its inception. He said: A key part 
of ScoutsCymru’s vision is to be 
inclusive and diverse. Every young 
person deserves the opportunity to 
take part in Scouting and there has 
been huge focus on removing barriers 
to participation, whatever they may be. 

“Being involved with this project 
has been a humbling experience. The 
young people who have joined the 
group spend a huge part of their free 
time being security searched multiple 
times a week and only seeing their loved 
ones in a high security facility. It takes 
a huge toll on them at such a young age. 

“Scouting has offered them an outlet 
to connect with other young people 
who are going through the exact same 
thing. They have also been able to 
spend time with their families taking 
part in activities and just having fun. 
It’s been great to see families come 
together and learn to connect again.”

IT has been eight 
months since I last 
reported on the 
progress Jade Owen 
has made in learn¬ 
ing to walk again. 

It’s now more than 
a year since Jade had 
her Selective Dorsal 
Rhizotomy operation 
in St Louis to rectify a 
problem with the nerves 
in the base of her spinal 
column. The operation 
enabled Jade to move 
her legs and get them 
straight enough to 
stand and take steps. 

The last year has been 
taken up with a great deal 
of physiotherapy and 
with the aid of her mum 
and dad. Jade carries out 
intensive exercises to 
maximise the benefit of 
her physiotherapy. The 
whole family work as a 
unit to ensure that Jade’s 
future is the same as 
any other 21 year old. 

Jade has to use a 
walker, but the frame 
does not take her weight 


and allows her to have 
some sense of balance. 
There is no doubt that 
at some time in the 
future, the walker will 
be redundant as Jade is 
making fantastic pro¬ 
gress. After more than 
12 years in a wheel¬ 
chair, the simple act of 
balance is very difficult. 

Jade’s surgeon was 
in the UK in April and 
met Jade. He is very 
pleased with her post-op 
progress and is con¬ 
fident that she will be 
walking properly in the 
not too distant future. 

Jade is participating in 
a sponsored cycle event 
on Saturday, September 
7, at Cardiff Pedal 
Power. It is an after¬ 
noon event everyone is 
welcome to come along 
and support Jade and the 
others taking part. It will 
be Jade’s first attempt 
using a proper cycle. 

Jade is looking forward 
to going back to college 
in September where she 
will find her way around 


on her walker - the days 
of using the wheelchair 
are fewer. 

Joanne and James 
Tieman held an event at 
the Coed Y Mwstwr golf 
club when they raised 
almost £1,000. 

The general fundrais¬ 
ing continues to enable 
Jade to have her physi¬ 
otherapy and cover the 
dozens of other expenses 
involved in her treatment.

during the winter. 

For something on a 
smaller scale, consider 
a patio water garden. 
If you are using a large 
sized terracotta pot then 
you will need to plug the 
drain hole with a rubber 
or cork stopper and pond 
sealant.

following: 

- Underwater plants - 
these grow entirely sub¬ 
merged and are good at 
keeping algae at bay. The 
pretty Water Violet is a 
British native plant with 
white-mauve flowers. 

- Floaters - their root 
system hangs down in 
the water and they are 
also good algae deter¬ 
rents. Frogbit is also a 
native plant, with small 
round pale green leaves 
and small white flowers. 

- Water lilies - they 
have their root systems 
anchored at the bottom 
of the water while the 
leaves and flowers float 
on the top. Rubra is a 
miniature water-lily with 
small rounded leaves and 
slightly fragrant, deep 
rose-pink cupped flowers 
that flower through to 
September.

THE Vale Council 
has announced that 
it is ranked as the 
top performing 
local authority in 
Wales for the fifth 
year in a row, based 
on figures produced 
by Data Cymru, 
which publishes 
local authority per¬ 
formance informa¬ 
tion on a range of 
services each year. 

The performance 
of the 22 Welsh local 
authorities can then be 
compared across these 
services and for 2018/19 
the Vale Council says 
that the data shows it 
to be the top perform¬ 
ing council in Wales. 

Cllr Neil Moore, 


Leader of the Vale 
Council, said: “For the 
council to be consistently 
rated as the highest 
performing in Wales, 
despite having made 
savings of £55m over the 
past 10 years, speaks vol¬ 
umes about we approach 
our role in delivering 
vital public services. 

“The services that 
are measured in these 
performance tables are 
ones that have a very real 
impact on people’s lives. 

“This is something 
that is not lost on us 
when we plan services 
and take decisions. 

“This is a council that 
strives to be the best 
and to deliver the best 
possible services for the 
residents of the Vale. 

“I am delighted that 
this has been reflected 


in the national perfor¬ 
mance data once again.” 

A Vale Council 
spokesperson reported: 
“The rankings are based 
on data for 19 national 
performance indica¬ 
tors. Among these, the 
council is ranked first in 
Wales for five areas of 
its work: Highest year 11 
pupil performance (cal¬ 
culated using the Welsh 
Government ‘Capped 
9’ measure); Lowest 
number of year 11 
leavers not in education, 
training or employment; 

“The number of house¬ 
holds threatened with 
homelessness being suc¬ 
cessfully prevented from 
becoming homeless; 
The number of empty 
private sector properties 
brought back into use; 
Lowest amount of rent

A WELSH chil¬ 
dren’s charity is 
inviting people to 
join its Birdsong 
Walk on Sunday, 
September 8 in 
memory of the chil¬ 
dren who have been 
in the care of Ty 
Hafan over the last 
20 years. 

The 10km walk will 
begin at the hospice on 
Hayes Road in Sully, 
and will take walkers 
to Cosmeston Lakes 
Country Park and back 
again, where everyone 
is encouraged to enjoy a 
picnic on the scenic hos¬ 
pice grounds overlooking 
the Bristol Channel. 

Participants will not 
only be walking to hon¬ 
our the 840 children and 
their families who have 
been under Ty Hafan’s 
care since opening in 
1999, but to celebrate 


volunteers, supporters, 
partners, ambassadors 
and staff who all make 
Ty Hafan’s invaluable 
service possible. 

The walk follows a 
unique sound project 
that Ty Hafan launched 
last year called ‘These 
Names Will Be Forever 
In Our Skies’. The ‘bird¬ 
song’ project translates 
the names of children 
who have passed away 
into Morse code before 
translating the code 
into unique birdsong, 
mimicking the sound of 
robins, woodpeckers and 
other native birds as an 
innovative but subtle way 
of remembering the chil¬ 
dren. The song is played 
through a bird box in 
the hospice’s memorial 
garden gazebo, where the 
parents and families can 
come and sit and listen to 
the joyful chorus. 

The sound artist who 
produced the project. 


Justin Wiggan, believes 
that the wild birds at 
Ty Hafan may begin 
the replicate the sounds 
and begin to sing them 
to other birds. Vikki 
Williams from St Athan, 
has been supported by 
Ty Hafan on her bereave¬ 
ment journey since her 
daughter, Elis Rose, died 
at 16 months in 2010. 
Vikki, her husband 
Alun, and their family, 
will be taking part in the 
Birdsong Walk in mem¬ 
ory of Elis Rose, whose 
name was incorporated 
into the charity’s sound 
project last year. 

Vikki said: “Elis’ 
name was translated into 
the song of a marsh tit, 
chosen for her because 
it was one of the birds 
that sing the loudest in 
March, the month she 
died. Whenever we come 
to Ty Hafan, we always 
make sure we come 
out into the memorial 


garden to listen out 
for Elis’ name. Lots of 
the bereaved families 
find solace in meeting 
together and taking part 
in activities to remember 
our children. I’d like to 
encourage as many peo¬ 
ple to join the walk as 
possible to support the 
383 children currently 
cared for at the hospice 
and their families.”

THE region is awash 
with guided tours. These 
include French men and 
women in period US 
Army clobber zooming 
around in Willys Jeeps, 
or coachloads of visitors. 

Avoid, if you can, the latter. 

There is nothing respectful 
about a coach disgorging its 
occupants at a Commonwealth 
War Graves Commission 
(CWGC) cemetery to be 
shown two “eelebrity” 
graves, and being back on 
the bus within five minutes. 

Plot your own course - the 
area is quite literally littered 
with sites - or those with a 
map, compass, and stopwatch 
can follow Major and Mrs 
Holt’s Battlefield Guide to 
Normandy Landing Beaches. 


Local staff employed by 
CWGC in France (indeed, in 
every country) maintain these 
resting places with impecca¬ 
ble care. They are, generally, 
laid out in a typical pattern, 
and require time to look at. 

The uniform Portland 
stone (although some are 
in other stone, sueh as 
slate in Llangollen) head¬ 
stones are one arm’s-length 
apart, the distanee military 
personnel “right dress”. 

All ages and ranks are 
together, and sometimes two, 
three or more headstones are 
abutting eaeh other. Usually, 
this is an aircraft or tank crew, 
where the remains of the indi¬ 
viduals could not be separated. 

It takes, however, a 
heart of granite not to be 
moved by the inscriptions 
on most of the headstones. 

Families were allotted 
a set number of characters 


to write an inscription, 
some aehingly poignant. 

Dismiss, if you wish, as 
doggerel this inseription for 
Trooper James Hailstone, at 
rest in Ranville War Cemetery: 
“7owr grave I may never see 
may some kind hand place a 
flower there for me. Mother". 

Manly chin wobbles are 
permitted, as is the oeeasional 
mote of dust in the eye. 

And while you’re con¬ 
templating that, ponder this: 

Faet and truth are not 
played hard and fast with 
in The Longest Day, 
but it is a dramatisation. 

There is a seene set in 
Ouistreham (but filmed in 
nearby Port-en-Bessin. See 
last week’s GEM) where 
Commandant Kieffer and his 
Berets verts are assaulting 
a heavily-defended building. 

Nuns appear, walking 
towards the French, oblivious 


to the bullets and shrapnel. Of 
course they are oblivious: they 
are nurses doing - a phrase 
from the film - “God’s work”. 

It is a wonderful scene, 
and eomplete fietion. 

But back to 

Sainte-Mere-Eglise. 

There was a convent 
there, and the nuns, who 
tended the wounded and 
cared for the dying, did 
something rather special. 

The overwhelming majority 
of fallen US serviee personnel 
of WWII are at rest where 
or near where they fell. A 
few, unlike British and 
Commonwealth forces, had 
their remains repatriated. 

The nuns from Sainte- 
Mere-Eglise helped care for 
some of the thousands who 
lie in the vast Ameriean 
war eemeteries nearby. 

Air travel has made visiting 
their fallen relatives easier, but 


that took 30 years to come about. 

And so the nuns cut squares 
of silk from the parachutes, 
sewed them into pouches, and 
placed into eaeh of these a small 
handful of earth from where 
the troops died, before post¬ 
ing it home to their families. 

Their rationale was that if 
the families could not visit 
their sons, then at least they 
would have a little of that 
that rich earth in whieh a 
richer dust was concealed. 

Worldwide, around 212,000 
CWGC headstones, including 
those of the D-Day Landings, 
mark the final resting place of 
unidentified servicemen, and 
the three words - Known Unto 
God - remain some of the sad¬ 
dest in the English language. 

Stiff upper lip? Not a ehance.
